World wide 
worship 

Pastors flock to open online 
churches and believers follow

When the sermon is done, it’s time for communion, and 
the pastor guides attendees through the ritual. Later, wor- 
shippers exchange Facebook and e-mail addresses so they 
can stay in touch. 

There is nothing remarkable about this encounter, which 
is replicated countless times each weekend at churches 
around the world. It’s all happening online. 

The World Wide Web has become the hottest place to 
build a church. A growing number of congregations are 
creating Internet offshoots that go far beyond streaming 
weekly services. 

The sites are fully interactive, with a dedicated Internet 
pastor, live chat in an online “lobby,” Bible study, one-on- 
one prayer through IM and communion. (Viewers use their 
own bread and wine or water from home.) Flamingo Road 
Church, based in Cooper City, Fla., twice conducted long- 
distance baptisms through the Internet. 

“The goal is to not let people at home feel like they’re 
watching what’s happening, but they’re part of it. They’re 
participating,” said Brian Vasil, Flamingo Road’s Internet 
pastor. 

The move online is forcing Christians to re-examine 
their idea of church. It’s a complex discussion involv- 
ing theology, tradition and cultural expectations of how

Christians should worship and relate. The staunchest 
critics say true Christian community ultimately requires 
in-person interaction. They deride the sites as religious fast 
food or Christianity lite. 

An Oklahoma megachurch named LifeChurch.tv in a 
nod to its use of technology is considered the pioneer of 
the form. It now broadcasts more than 25 online services 
each week and plans more. Broadcasts draw viewers from 
more than 140 countries. 

“It started out as augmenting my spiritual life, and it gave 
me a way to be in fellowship with believers I never would 
have met otherwise,” Amanda Sims, 38, who still belongs to 
a local church, says about LifeChurch.tv “They’re like my 
family”

The Maine event on Election Day: Gay marriage

Gay marriage has lost in every single state in which 
it has been put to a popular vote. Come Election 
Day, gay-rights supporters are hoping to make 
Maine the exception. 

In a referendum that is being closely watched 
around the country and has drawn millions in out- 
of-state dollars, Maine voters will decide Tuesday 
whether to repeal a state law that would allow same- 
sex couples to marry 

If it is repealed, it will be another major defeat 


for the gay-rights movement, which saw voters in 
California put a stop to same-sex weddings there 
last year. A loss in Maine would be especially heart- 
breaking, given the way New England has been the 
region of the country most receptive to gay mar- 
riage. 

The polls have been difficult to interpret. But 
both sides say the contest will be extremely close 
and will hinge on turnout, particularly among the 
i8-to-25-year-olds who went to the polls in great 
numbers last year to elect President Obama. 


“There’s a knot in my stomach,” said Steve Ryan 
of Buxton, who operates a property management 
business with his partner of 34 years, Jim Bishop. 
Opponents say allowing same-sex couples to wed 
would be a dangerous social experiment. 

Over the past five years, 26 states have passed 
constitutional amendments limiting marriage to a 
man and a woman. 

The Maine law was passed by the Legislature last 
spring but never went into effect because of a peti- 
tion drive by opponents.

Illinois’ parental notification 
law starts this week after 
a long road of challenges

Physicians in Illinois this week must begin notify- 
ing a parent or guardian when a girl younger than i8 
seeks an abortion— a rule abortion opponents long 
have sought, but which critics say could keep minors 
from seeking safe procedures. 

The state parental notification law, scheduled to 
take effect Tuesday has been subject to legal challenges 
and revisions for more than 30 years. In July, a federal 
appeals court in Chicago lifted a federal injunction on 
a 1995 version of the law, clearing it for enforcement. 
In August, the Illinois Department of Financial and 
Professional Regulation granted doctors a 90 -day 
grace period before the law would go into effect. 

Activists on both sides of the issue say the new rule 
could have a huge effect on the lives of some teenag- 
ers and their families in Illinois and in neighboring 
states that already had similar laws. In Illinois, a par- 
ent or guardian does not have to give consent for the 
procedure, but they would need to be notified that 
a teenager is planning to have an abortion. Critics of 
the notification law believe it’s unconstitutional and 
that it will harm minors by preventing them from 
obtaining safe abortions or forcing them to carry 
their pregnancies to term. Most teenagers already 
involve their parents in the decision, abortion rights 
advocates say 

“You don’t need a law to tell you to talk to your 
daughter,” said Melissa Gilliam, chief of family plan- 
ning at the University of Chicago Medical Center who 
specializes in pediatrics and adolescent gynecology 

No notice is required in a medical emergency or 
if the girl declares in writing that she is a victim of

sexual abuse. And a provision of the law allows girls 
to bypass parental notification by going before a 
judge, who would then have 48 hours to rule on the 
petition. 

Nicole Goss, 23, a budding activist from the South 
Side, suspects some of the teenagers fear telling their 
parents. 

Goss said that when she was a teenager, she was 
warned by her mother that if she got pregnant she’d 
be kicked out of the house. “That’s how a lot of par- 
ents are,” she said. 


Goss already was living on her own when she 
became pregnant at 20. She had the child, now 3. A 
year later, Goss became pregnant a second time and 
chose to have an abortion. 

During both of her pregnancies, she was old 
enough to not have to involve her mother, but she 
said many teenage girls in her neighborhood would 
sooner try a dangerous, self-induced method of abor- 
tion than inform a parent. 

“It’s been taught for so long that it’s wrong, that it’s 
one of the biggest sins you can commit,” said Goss. 


Swine flu has hospitals preparing for worst

For a mere peek into the potential difficulties of man- 
aging a worst-case outbreak of swine flu, one need 
only look back at a few weeks last May at Children’s 
Memorial hospital on the North Side. 

During a first wave of HiNi virus that swept 
through the area last spring, an influx of children 
with flu symptoms inundated Children’s, pushing 
its normal intake of 150 patients per day to nearly 
400. 


The Children’s staff had prepared and ultimately 
weathered the sudden storm, but not until after it 
harshly tested its resources and ability to keep up 
with a pandemic illness that is now surging again 
across the country 

“We thought we had a good handle on things 
for these kinds of situations,” said Mary Margaret 
Crulcich, the hospital’s safety officer, “but it was a 
bit surprising to see the rate at which our supplies 
were being depleted.” 


All 214 Illinois hospitals have been toiling since 
April to ready themselves in case the HiNi pan- 
demic sickens a large percentage of the population. 
No Chicago area hospitals have reported a big influx 
of flu patients thus far, but federal officials say mil- 
lions of Americans already have been infected with 
HiNi and it is spreading at an increasing rate. Some 
studies suggest if 35 percent of the population falls 
ill from HiNi, the nation’s hospital resources will be 
severely strained.

Search turns to recovery mission 


LOS ANGELES The search for nine people 
missing when a U.S. Coast Guard plane

Petty Officer First Class Allison Conroy 
said there was little chance of finding sur- 
vivors among the seven military personnel 
aboard the Coast Guard C-130 and the two 
in the Marine Corps AH-iW Super Cobra 
helicopter. 

“We always hold out some hope, but at this 


point the Coast Guard has suspended the 
active search for survivors,” Conroy said. 

The two aircraft collided Thursday evening 
as the Coast Guard was searching for a miss- 
ing boater. The Marine helicopter was flying 
in formation with another Cobra helicopter 
and two transports on a nighttime training 
exercise. 

The Coast Guard has begun its investi- 
gation into the cause of the crash, Conroy 
said. 

Kenneth Claiborne, the father of one of 


the missing crew members on the plane, said 
Sunday that his son. Marine ist Lt. Thomas 
Claiborne, had been declared deceased. He 
declined to comment further and referred 
calls to a Marine spokesperson. 

But the mother of Lt. Adam W Bryant, 28, 
from Crewe, Va., who was a co-pilot on the 
Coast Guard plane, said she hadn’t given up 
hope despite the Coast Guard’s announce- 
ment.

Creation 
of Crumb 

R. Crumb’s personal creation 
myth would itself make a good 
book. 

In the “beginning,” the mid- to 
late-1960s, Robert Dennis Crumb 
was juicing his mind with LSD 
and “chasing women all over 
the place” while almost single- 
handedly reinventing the comic 
book art form with Zap and other 
seminal underground tomes. 

Over the next decades, he 
transformed himself from 
a geeky Philadelphia kid 
into the iconic “R. Crumb,” a 
counterculture brand name. 

Spending five years illustrating 
the founding text of the Judeo- 
Christian tradition may seem an 
odd career choice for an artist 
whose transgressive, carnally 
preoccupied imagery upends the 
moral status quo and ridicules 
received wisdom. In fact, he grew 
up as a staunch Roman Catholic. 

“When I was 15, 16, 1 became 
a fanatic true believer and said 
rosaries every day, and wanted 
to get into heaven very badly.” 

But gradually Crumb and 
his brother Charles began to 
interrogate their beliefs and, 
eventually, renounced their faith. 

“It was an agonizing 
process, because we’d been 
brainwashed,” Crumb said. “So 
after I dropped out of church, 
you kind of go through an 
intellectual discovery period.”

Drawing from God 


underground illustrator R. Crumb gets biblical with new work

The artist who gave the comic-book world Mr. 
Natural, Angelfood McSpade and Fritz the Cat 
has a new cast of characters: Adam, Eve, Noah, 
Abraham and, well. You Know Who. 

R. Crumb has just published “The Book of 
Genesis Illustrated,” a profusely pictorial, surpris- 
ingly faithful version of the first 50 chapters of the 
Old Testament. 

In theory the project may strike some as per- 
verse. But as he writes in his introduction. Crumb 
conceived his work as a “straight illustration job, 
with no intention to ridicule or make visual jokes.” 

Speaking by phone from France, where he has 
lived for two decades, the artist suggested that his 
source material needed no embellishment. 

“The original is so strong and strange in its own 
right,” Crumb said. “There’s so much in there that’s 
lucid and lent itself to comic book adaptation.” 

In richly detailed black-and-white imagery and 
cleanly lettered text blocks. Crumb opens his 
book with a superbly drafted image of God hold- 
ing a giant cosmic void in his hands, spinning like a 
ball of black cotton candy, and ends it with a sober 
but lavishly detailed picture of Joseph’s funeral 
procession. 

Elsewhere, the book bears traces of Crumb’s 
characteristic wit. Its front cover boasts “Nothing 
Left Out!” and notes that “adult supervision” is 
“recommended for minors.” 

The back cover looks like a movie poster, with 
medallions of the dramatis personae and God 
hovering in the background. But for the most 
part. Crumb’s “Genesis” is a literal adaptation of 
the King James Version of the Bible, notable more 
for its painstaking craft than its interpretational 
risk-taking. 

Crumb is hardly the first comic artist to illus- 
trate parts of the Bible. Numerous children’s 
authors have done it, along with such well-known 
cartoonists as Basil Wolverton. 

What’s perhaps most striking about the book 
is how well Crumb’s illustrative style matches his 
subject matter. The brawny big-boned women he’s 
been drawing for decades are re-purposed here as 
iron-willed Old Testament matriarchs.

Variants of the wild-eyed furry freaks who pop- 
ulated Crumb’s semi-true tales of Detroit and the 
Haight have been retrofitted with goatskins and 
tunics, and seem to fit their new roles perfectly 

Although he avoids editorializing. Crumb grant- 
ed himself poetic license to flesh out certain pas- 
sages. Among his most powerful series of images 
are three large panels showing the fiery destruction 
of Sodom and Gomorrah, with the inhabitants 
flailing in agony The Bible dispatches with this 
chillingly dramatic episode in a single sentence. 

And Crumb’s representation of Adam and Eve 
romping together before the Fall is as innocent 
and exuberant a drawing as this artist ever has 
produced. 

“That was one of the great things to show,” he 
said. “They’re frolicking like pups, they’ve got 
nothing to worry about. They’re in the Garden of 
Eden!” 


Focusing on the humanity of Genesis rather 
than on its divine revelations. Crumb’s biblical 
characters aren’t Sunday school waxworks, but 
hairy, fleshy, emotionally complex beings capable 
of wickedness and tenderness, joy and suffering. 

“Maybe when you’re reading the Bible without 
images, you don’t have the sense of what these 
people were feeling,” said Ali Subotnick, cura- 
tor of a current exhibition of Crumb’s original 
“Genesis” drawings at L.A.’s Hammer Museum, 
“and his drawings are just so expressive.” 

Before he started making any drawings for his 
Genesis project. Crumb said, “I did a lot of detec- 
tive work.” 

In addition to the King James Version, he con- 
sulted “The Five Books of Moses,” Robert Alter’s 
highly praised 2004 translation of the Pentateuch. 
He embarked on a close reading of Genesis and 
found as many ambiguities and contradictions as 
revealed truths. 

“What’s hard to know is what’s happened in the 
huge passage of time,” he said. “It’s really a shame 
that the original intent can’t be carried over from 
the old Hebrew.” 

Crumb also was given a huge stock of visual 
source material by a friend, who made freeze- 
fame images from Hollywood biblical epics. Not 
coincidentally perhaps. Crumb’s rendering of God 
looks a lot like Charlton Heston’s Moses in “The 
Ten Commandments.” (Crumb told one inter- 
viewer that the figure was influenced by Crumb’s 
own father, an authoritarian former Marine Corps 
sergeant.) 

Crumb’s commentary at the back of his book 
shows that he continues to wrestle with Genesis’ 
encrypted meanings. 

For example. Crumb speculates in his footnotes, 
was the story in Chapters 29 and 30, in which 
“two wives compete for Jacob’s sexual services,” 
intended as “bedroom-comedy relief”? Why does 
Abraham attempt to pass off his wife as his sister 
to the Egyptians? 

“The basic original memory of the story has 
been altered over time,” Crumb said. “That’s why 
I think it’s absurd for anyone to take the Bible lit- 
erally, either as history or as a guide.”
